A reecnt letter from Gordon Hrnwn, 
Ph.D., a' former secretary at 'Strath- 
cona Hall, now a'secfe&ry at the Y. 
.M. C. A. in Colombo, Ceylon, contains 
some interesting statements regarding 
the work dono in that city. It will 
bo remembered ^that Mr. Brown and 
Mr. Murray Brooks are McOlll men, 
who' are siipported in their preAcnt 
field by the ''>Ic0ilt Mlssiop,'' in whose 
work the undergraduate body of tho 
Unlversit)- has a very. distinct part. 

Tbe Island of Cej^lon stands at the 
gateway of India. ' It is directly in 
tbe path of tbe traffic from the East 
and from tho West, at the "Crossroads 
of the Nations"; and is for that rea- 
son a strategic position for- any orga- 
nization ambitious to Influence tbe life 
of 'India. It's c&cif city-is Colombo, 
it Is the great port of call, ' through 
which flows a great surging mass of 
serkiug. questioning humanity. 

As elsewhere and everywhere the 
v^-ar brought Its extra and exceptfonal 
demands upon the workers in Ceylon, 
^nd> with an inadequate Aaft thoy 
faced the task. A quotation from Mr. 
Brown's letter indicafes something of 
what was accomplished- in one i army 
hut in.Qplombo during tbe^year. epdlng 
September 30th: 

".Mere figures oannot tell the story, 
but at least they give some idea of the 
extent of the work carried oij.. .^Be- 
tween 70,000 and 75,000 Australians 
have, been i^orved .at the hut in one 
way or another; more. than, 9,000 sail- 
ors have slept In the rooms especially 
set apart for them by the, a^utborltioa 
and. unjlfr. tl}p •contf(j>,,,p|;,'„yie,,„nrmy 
secretary; . in. one^. week In. January 
bver 5,000. meals wçro served.to troops 
passing through ,tjt^. port; oyer 21,000 
letters were bandlpr^diirlng one month

to(ix.s to Kandy, ancient capital of the 
Cingalese'^ kings,' over one of the most

Books Supplied Hive Been 
Greatly Appreciated By 
Returned Men.

,b the iprtag of HIT. the Itbrarjr 
work wu organlied and a eommlttee 
•ppotatcd by the eeelety to maaace it 
The main financial aupport haj oome 
from the Alumnae Society — 11,150 of 
the money raited by the public lectures 
)ield during the past three wintera 
under the auapteci of the aeolety at the 
Boyal Victoria College having been 
(tven for the aupport of our libraries, 
aad |<2f donated by aocletlea apd 
yfrlanda. Because of the many dona 
tioM of boolw.' furniture, etailonerri 
etc., this money haa èoea suKteleat to 
pay our expenses, ' ' 

With the co-opei«tIoB of (he military 
authorities, our flmt llbimry wea es- 
tablished at the Srummond Street Hos. 
i>ltal In April, HIT. where a large room 
was allotted us. One side of the room 
U covered with ahelvea put lip by tbe 
hoepltal authorities: books, donated or 
Uoufbt, placed on the ahelvea; and the 
room made comfortable with sultab'le 
furniture, presentrd by xocietlee or 
bought with our money. .\Jl..books and 
maipulneB are stamped with our stamp 
— "McQIII Alumnae Ltttrary" — and a 
modiftcatlpB of the system used at Me- 
OUI University used for eatatoculn^. 
Ko charge la n>ade for the use of theso 
tnoka. Afier the man haa chosen his 
book, the card Is taltan from a pooket 
Iff bade of hook, algned'liy him, and 
»lnaj<t.tlie. jlbrartan In eluuf « "^he 
dale la stamped beside the name and 
card iNaced in card-tray. When tho 
book Is returned, the date la stamped 
en readcr'a name, the card put tiack In 
pocket, and the book replaced on the 
ahelvea. This system haa been, and is 
stUI, followed In all our libraries. 

Although this holpltat has passed 
Mm the military to the control of the 
;)oMleni' CiTll ne-'KetabIUhmeht;"our 
woilc la carried on in the same quarters. 
A librarian la In attendance certain 
hours eaoh day when the shelves are 
open and booka may be secured. At no 
other time and in no other way can 
men , obtain tteoks. Often soMler- 
paiUenta are awaiting the arrival of the 
IRmuian In order to exchange, books. 
On late arrival of librarian one mom- 
inf recently, a patient expl«jlf|ied: "Oh! 
Slater, r thought >'ou were never^com- 
Inft and you know I must' have my book 
each morning!" And he does actually 
read one book a day! 

On a large table in the centre of thr 



room, current magasloaa are atwaya to 
be found.

La alL we have eet^ashtd nine 
libraries and are at present conducting 
six. The-work at the Grey Nunneo' 
was carried on until tbe fire of Febru- 
ary, lilt. Bi-weekly llbrery serrlee 
was continued In the military wards .it 
the Montreal Oeneral RespiUI until 
ihete were vacated and ag-iln used for 
civiliiuia, in March, Itlt. For the few 
mootha-TJaauary to May. It^^l— when 
the rreabyterlan College was uied for 
the soldier-patients, we supplied all 
books needed. The books from these 
three Ilbrerles, disbanded in June of 
this year,, were used for the catabllsh» 
ment of Ilbrerles In three other hos- 
pitals for our returned men — the Mili- 
tary .^nnex (the home for tubercular 
patients In the city), the Mount Ro}-aI. 
and the Dorcha^er. Many of these 
uafOrtunate^Pftleats, who may prob 
ably be tlterc fgr the remainder of their 
llvta. are unable to handle booka, and 
for their benefit we subscribe to lighter 
magasines. One of the committee 
makes weekly tIsIU to these hospitals 
and one of tbe hespttat staff asts as 
librarian. 

In February. Ills, we Inaugureted 
at the Royal Victoria Hospital a war« 
(er\-i«e almllar to that conducted at (fie 
Montreal Oeneral Hospital. Twice each 
week the military wards there have 
beeh, and are new being, wlalted by 
two workera. Booka cheaen from the 
4<5 v-olumea la out- cupboards are 
placed la traya.made for the purpose 
and Uken from'\ed tç bed, . Aa tnol 
dent happealag if^àtly ia this hbspttal 
might be cited as e%ideace of thO'bene- 
flt derived from books. One soldier, 
pàtlent waa fotind very down-hearted, 
àad.afterra ttw mlaut^ ooaversatlon 
it was learaed that an epen.tloa 
awaited him the following day, and this 
he dreaded exceedingly. It waa aug- 
gaated that perhapa if he took one of 
the booka and read It he mjght for a 
time forget his trouble. A thrilling 
tale waa ohosen and signed for, and the 
following week his thanks were most 
profuse, the reding of this book har. 
Jog mitigated, mental and physical Buf- 
fering. 7 

The library where the mo^l important 
wortc Is now being dene la that estab- 
lished In January, 1119, at the MillUry 
Hospital, St. Anne de Bellevue. At 
fint. the hooka had' to éa. kept In cup- 
boards In the dining room, but alnce 
thO>ulIdlng of "the recreation wing, we 
have been meet comfortably aettIM in. 
a large room allotted to us, Thia room 
haa been fumlrtted and equipped on the 
same lliiea aa that at Orummond Street 
H««»ltaJ — or, as It has recenUy been 
namejl by His Royial Hlghneaa, 'The 
Prince of Walea Hospital." There are 
},1«3 fingliah and I«* French booka on 
the altelvea, and we aubacribe to 11 
ma«aalaes. 

'^ WT>'eB*'Wtknililng thU-braaoh.of our 
work at St. Anne's, the impossibility of 
dally attendance of one of our volun- 
tary workera — as all are — waa 
realized by the committee, and the dif> 
ftculty wras submitted to tbe Comimnd- 
ing.

Buropo by Instltnting federal union of

Peking and' Tief^lsin waa. marked by 
renewed èluhea between ' the police 
authorities and the ntudenta In revolt. 
At tho present lime things «rç Just 
bcslnning to calm dowiij^'|i^fli{iently 
to permit of a return to achoo) routine. 
Doth cities bad their own particular 
problems to deal with; but in each' 
case trouble waa caused by the over- 
confltlence and exuberance of the stu- 
.donta on the one aide, after thdr. tIo- 
tory of last spring and determinatloa 
to carry on their patriotic campaign 
for the coming year, wbilo on the other 
side, the. government officials were 
ovèr-anziouB to "get tho Jump" on the 
student organizers over any isaue that 
might cause a conflict , 

During the second week of school 
ill September, .the students of middle 
and higher schools in Tientsin called 
a strike to protest against the acts of 
tho police commissioner, Yang 1-TcU, 
and to demand his dlamissal. from 
office. Tho commisBlonel-.was newly 
Rppolnted last'Jpno, after the students 
had (liBporsed, and his appointment 
at the lime was said lo be a direct 
affront lo patriotic orpanizatloa 
which protested against his holding 
Office. ' . 

'• Coinmiseloner Yang is a nUlilary 
man. hntid in Klove with the militar- 
ists. Slid has a record of high-handed 
delaingH in his former office as com- 
mlBBloner in Ticnlain several years 
ago and In other posts. Daily demon- 
stratlons' were hold In September by 
tho fitrlklus Htudonts. I.ccturcB were 
held in the utrocts, and pamphlets dis- 
tributcd lo Inform the people as to the 
caueo of the protest. Many students 
were al-i'ésted and held without bail 
under threat of summary pimisbmcnt. 

Finally the civil Governor of the 
province, Tsao Jut, made a special 
visit to Tientsin to deal with the sit- 
uation. Ho reported that after ro- 
celYlng his promises to set free their 
comrades in Jail, the students were re- 
turning to school, while Yang'I-Tch 
btthUtlUktf ill office. Heads of scHdots 
In the city were ordered to keep their 
students lii the class-rooms hereafter 
and nbt to allow student mass-meet- 
ings to be held._ The priifciifalB, who 
have in most parts brthe'^couittr'y-re^ 
mninetl neutr»i during the difticiiitiVé. 
rcpIUd as usijal that they were ;ii)able 
tb carrr'àut these orders; - buFitiè

'^j^PHMi^^ic demonstraUohs 
Commissioner Yang occurred on à 
small p'colo In- Pekin durtnc; cifly 
Or'obpr. but no general school stril'e 
wa.'i declared. Saldenly without warn- 
ing the authorities issued an order to 
the school principals all over the pity 
to ' surrender for arrest every student 
who had been In the strike. The order 
wtfs received with astonishment ' in 
Peklui^:" School heads met aiid^de- 
Glared that they were unable to carry 
out the ordor. It was even rumored 
that's revolt of the military, against 
carrying out thç-' command was' Immi- 
nent , People wondered why such 
an attempt- should be made in view of 
thé;govemment's failure last spring to 
stop demonstrations by wholesale ar- 
rests and thoir final defeat and setting 
free of thO' students. At any rate, tho 
effect upon the students was inatan- 
taneouB. A second strike was irome^ 
diately declared, and, backed by the 
guilds of the cit)[ _ti/afi the commercial 
clubs, the students protested on masse 
against the government act. A few 
students were arrested, and a tew days 
later the city was stirred by a rimior 
from government circles that all ar- 
rested students would, be held for In» 
definite ecntenoes or deported inm the 
PWinçe. . , 

At this point, however, matters were 
taken out of the hands of the .police 
officials. Wang Chu Sen, Commis- 
sioner of Education, who. although a' 
man of cpusorvatlTe tendencies, politi- 
cally, has shown a desire all along to 
confer and agree as far as possible 
witbjçeprçsentatives ot ;the teàcheri 
ùid students, called a conference yiUh 
tho student leaders. A compromise 
was reached by which It was agreed 
that arrested sttidents ' should be 
neither held. without ,bBl^nor deported, 
the. thejr comradeaMouJdy return to 
school. ■ Shortly «rfW^fflBMt was ru- 
mored that the' new Premier would 
transfer Yang I-Teh from Tientsin to 
head the Peking police forced— alntore 
quite in line with the govorament 
piarly's policy of changing officials 
from one post to anpthec before they 
becoino . too. obnoxlotis In a certain 
oitlo'c.
